A violinist prodigy, he played the violin for over 70 years, and following in 
the footsteps of his father, at a young age learned amateur ham radio, call sign NA4G. Growing up 
in southern California he loved the desert climate, often climbing and camping in the local moun- 
tains. Known to family as "Pee Wee" (due to being a preemie), with an extensive thirst for 
knowledge and hours spent in the library, he later became known as "The Wizard" to his motorcy- 
cle buddies. Following four years of service in the US Air Force he went on to get his PhD and 
worked for many years as a professor at North Carolina State University. After retiring from the 
university, he became an electron microscopist and most recently helped work on both vaccine 
and treatment research for the coronavirus. 

When Bob wasn't busy working, he loved shooting black powder, playing the fiddle, and spending 
weekends living like a revolutionary, 18th century style.
